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Local  Club  Show  Attendance 
Down  - Dealers  and  Collectors 


Collectors  have  found  that  if  they  are  having  trouble  finding  that  special  coin,  or 
just  want  a better  selection.  They  have  better  odds  finding  coins  at  bigger  shows. 

Which  came  first,  the  chicken  or  the  egg? 

There  are  Chicago  area  shows  the  first  three  Sundays  of  each  Month.  Depending 
on  the  show  room  size,  between  40  and  60  tables  are  sold  for  each  show.  The 
dealers  are  following  the  collectors,  or  are  the  collectors  following  the  dealers. 
Attendance  is  up  at  all  three  monthly  Chicago  area  shows. 

Some  club  shows  are  having  the  same  results.  The  Rockford  Area  Coin  Club(  over 
40  tables),  the  Center  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  in  Springfield  (over  50  tables) 
and  the  Quad  City  Coin  Club’s  show  ( 70  tables)  in  Milan,  IL.  are  have  great  atten- 
dance by  both  collectors  and  dealers. 

It  is  only  the  end  of  September,  and  C.I.N.A.  is  already  sold  out  for  their  November 
10  Show  in  Springfield.  Dealers  are  going  on  a waiting  list  to  rent  tables. 

Why  is  the  Springfield  sold  out  ? Could  it  be  that  collectors  are  traveling  hours  to 
attend  their  show.  Dealers  have  notice  the  larger  number  of  collectors  that  attend 
both  the  Rockford  and  Springfield  shows.  So  the  dealers  are  lining  up  to  get  tables 
at  these  shows,  some  traveling  many  hours. 

The  Quad  City  Coin  Club  is  always  sold  out.  Several  collectors  attend  the  show 
from  as  far  away  as  Champaign,  IL.  That  is  over  a 3 hour  drive  to  buy  coins.  The 
club  has  between  800  and  900  collectors  attend  their  one  day  show  each  and 
every  year.  Think  they  have  trouble  selling  tables?  They  also  had  75  young  collec- 
tors attend  their  YN  Auction.  (Planning  for  future  members?) 

I do  not  know  if  the  chicken  came  first  or  the  egg,  but  as  a matter  of  fact,  the  times 
is  a changing.  Clubs  need  to  keep  up  with  the  changing  times.  Rockford,  Spring- 
field  and  the  Quad  City  Coin  Club  shows  keep  getting  stronger  and  better.  Interest 
keeps  increasing  from  both  the  collectors  and  the  dealers.  I would  call  that  a win 
win  for  the  dealers,  the  collectors  and  club  membership. 

Not  only  larger  show  are  growing,  both  the  Tazewell  Numismatic  Society  (26  tables) 
and  the  Corn  Belt  Coin  Club  (22  tables)  are  showing  increased  interest  in  their 
shows.  Attendance  is  up  and  dealers  go  on  waiting  list  for  tables. 

Why  has  interested  increase  in  both  these  smaller  shows?  Do  they  have  better 
locations,  or  could  it  be  better  dates?

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Making  Sense

How  soon  can  you  guess  the  year  that  all  of  these  things  happenned? 

Sailors  of  the  British  Royal  Navy  are  dismayed  to  see  their  daily  rum  ration  cut  in 
half,  with  the  missing  half  replaced  by  tea.  A British  penal  colony  is  established  at 
Brisbane,  Australia.  The  British  parliament  rejects  the  first  proposal  for  decimal- 
ization of  British  coinage.  Such  proposals  will  again  be  rejected  in  1853,  1857, 
and  1918,  before  being  finally  accepted  in  1963  (to  be  implemented  in  1971). 

Russia  agrees  to  relinquish  all  territorial  claims  on  North  America  below  54  de- 
grees 40  minutes  North  (the  current  southern  limit  of  Alaska).  Russians  begin 
exploration  of  mainland  Alaska,  which  is  her  undisputed  claim  (but  for  the  Natives 
who  have  been  there  for  several  thousand  years). 

Augustin  de  Iturbide,  the  deposed  first  Emperor  of  Mexico,  returns  secretly  from 
exile.  He  is  arrested  and  shot.  It  seems  that  at  least  in  Mexico  the  term  "exiled" 
really  DOES  mean  "don't  ever  come  back". 

The  first  of  the  'Laws  of  the  Cherokee  Nation'  is  written  in  Sequoyah's  talking  leaf. 
In  a mere  three  years  the  Cherokee  Nation  has  become  the  most  literate  lan- 
guage-group on  earth  - almost  90%  of  all  Cherokees  can  now  read  and  write  in 
their  spoken  tongue.  Sequoyah's  syllabary  has  one  symbol  for  each  syllable-sound 
in  the  spoken  Cherokee  language.  Anyone  who  speaks  Cherokee  can  learn  the 
symbols  within  two  weeks  and  can  now  read  and  write  Cherokee.  Our  own  chil- 
dren should  be  so  fortunate! 

A new  school  in  Troy,  NY  breaks  with  the  'Classical  Studies'  tradition  to  concen- 
trate on  training  in  "Theoretical  and  Practical  Science".  Today  Rensselaer  Poly- 
technic Institute  is  one  of  the  leading  engineering  schools  in  the  nation. 

The  first  round  barn  is  built  this  year  in  Hancock,  NY.  The  design,  with  stalls 
around  a central  silo,  is  intended  to  save  steps  in  feeding  livestock.  The  'round 
barn'  idea  will  spread  widely  across  the  Midwest  US.  Cyrus  McCormick  invents  a 
reaper-harvester  that  enables  a man  and  two  horses  to  harvest  a field  at  three 
times  the  previous  speed. 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  is  established  as  a subsidiary  of  the  War  Department. 
Though  touted  as  "a  venue  to  deal  with  our  Native  brothers",  its  position  in  the 
governmental  heierarchy  (under  the  War  Department)  clearly  states  the  'Manifest 
Destiny'  mindset  of  our  nation  for  the  next  fifty  years  or  more.

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Variety  is  the  Spice  of  Life

Variety  not  only  is  the  “Spice  of  Life”,  but  it  can  add  value  to  your  collection.  What 
else  can  cost  only  a little  more  and  in  some  instances  nothing  more,  but  have 
greater  value. 

Variety  coins  have  been  collected  for  years.  A coin  does  not  need  to  be  a Doubled 
Die  or  an  Overdate  that  sells  for  several  hundred  dollars.  Like  the  1955  Doubled 
Die  Lincoln  cent  or  the  1942/41  P or  D Mercury  dime.  It  does  not  need  to  be  a 
repunched  mintmark  or  a repunched  date. 

A variety  is  just  something  on  the  die  that  makes  the  coin  different  than  coins 
struck  with  other  dies.  It  can  be  as  simple  as  change  in  mintmark  styles,  or  a 
redesigned  master  die  to  improve  the  design  elements  of  a coin.  A good  example 
is  the  1913  Buffalo  nickel.  Type  1 has  the  “FIVE  CENT”  on  a raised  mound  and 
Type  2 has  the  “FIVE  CENT”  recessed. 

Does  this  real  make  a difference  in  value?  The  1913  S Type  1 in  EF  condition 
sells  for  about  $45,  while  the  Type  2 sells  for  about  $270. 

This  is  a very  well  know  variety,  almost  all  collectors  know  about  this  variety.  Even 
if  they  do  not  collect  Buffalo  nickels. 

A variety  that  is  not  very  well  know  is  the  1928  S Walking  Liberty 
half  dollar.  The  coin  has  two  different  style  mintmarks.  Type  1 is 
shown  to  the  left.  This  style  is  found  on  the  majority  of  the  1928 
S coins.  Notice  the  style  of  the  serifs  and  the  spacing  between 
the  curves  of  the  “S”  mintmark.  This  is  the  same  mintmark  style 
that  was  used  on  the  quarters. 

The  type  two  “S”  mintmark  is  distinctively  different  and  very  hard 
to  find.  Notice  the  slant  of  the  lower  serif  and  the  space  differ- 
ence in  the  upper  and  lower  loops  of  the  S.  This  is  the  style  and 
size  of  the  “S”  mintmark  used  on  the  Lincoln  cent. 

Not  a major  difference  in  the  coins,  and  not  a major  difference  in 
value  of  the  coins.  A 1928  S Ty  1 in  EF  condition  sells  for  about 
$95,  while  the  Ty  2 sells  for  about  $115.  Not  enough  difference  to 
buy  a new  car,  but  ever  little  bit  helps. 

What  could  the  difference  be  in  twenty  or  thirty  more  years?

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Local  Club  Show  Attendance  Down  (Cant.) 

I had  some  interesting  comments  from  Dale  Freidinger,  Bourse  Chairmen  for  the 
Tazewell  Numismatic  Society.  They  have  their  shows  at  the  Miller  Center  located 
at  551  S.  14th  Street  in  Pekin,  IL. 

Dale  Freidinger  said  that  their  show  has  26  tables,  but  they  have  had  to  put  as 
many  as  32  tables  in  the  room  because  of  demand.  He  said  they  could  have  sold 
more  tables,  but  there  was  just  not  enough  room. 

Dale  said,  “Going  to  Saturday  shows  was  the  best  thing  the  club  ever  did.  Dealers 
just  do  not  like  smaller  shows  on  Sunday.  They  like  to  leave  early  on  Sunday  and 
some  start  packing  up  about  2 PM,  most  by  3 PM.  We  had  problems  finding  a 
Sunday  that  did  not  have  a competing  show.” 

Dale  told  me,  “By  going  to  Saturday  shows,  there  are  no  other  shows  for  collectors 
to  attend.  We  schedule  our  Saturday  show  so  that  it  does  not  compete  with  a two 
or  three  day  show.  That  is  a lot  easier  than  trying  to  find  a Sunday  that  does  not 
have  a conflicting  show.” 

Jeff  Stover  from  the  Corn  Belt  Coin  Club  said  that  the  demand  for  tables  is  so  high 
at  their  Saturday  show  that  the  club  has  found  it  necessary  to  place  tables  in  the 
lobby.  Attendance  at  the  show  is  high.  Collectors  come  from  about  100  miles 
radius  to  buy  coins. 

Wes  Payton  is  the  other  Bourse  Chairman  for  the  Corn  Belt  Coin  Club.  Wes  told 
me  that  the  demand  for  tables  is  so  high  and  the  club  does  not  even  found  it 
necessary  to  do  a mass  mailing  asking  for  dealers.  The  same  dealers  keep  com- 
ing back  and  dealers  are  waiting  for  tables  to  become  available.  Wes  said,  “We 
could  sell  more  tables  if  we  could  find  a bigger  room  we  could  afford  to  rent.” 

Does  your  club  keep  running  into  the  same  brick  wall.  Why  not  build  a bridge  over 
the  wall.  Stop  competing  with  the  bigger  shows.  Stop  making  the  collectors  choice 
between  your  club  show  or  a bigger  show. 

Do  you  keep  hearing,  “Our  show  has  always  been  on  the  blank  Sunday  of  the 
blank  month?  Enron  & WorldCom  are  a safe  investment  for  the  future.  Do  either 
of  these  statements  make  any  sense. 

Collectors  want  to  attend  coin  show,  interest  is  up,  demand  is  up,  dealers  need 
inventory.  Clubs  need  new  members.  Where  can  all  this  come  together.. .that’s 
right,  at  a coin  show.  Where  better  to  find  inventory  than  a farming  area  without  a 
coin  shop.  Or  an  area  surround  by  smaller  committees  with  one  or  no  coin  shops. 

Yesterday  is  in  the  past,  it  is  gone  forever.  Is  your  club  keeping  up?  Are  they 
missing  the  increased  interest  in  coin  collecting?

Jedadiah  Smith  locates  "a  gateway  thru  the  Rocky  Mountains"  and  leads  a group 
of  settlers  thru  it.  This  route,  now  called  "South  Pass"  in  Wyoming,  will  later  be- 
come part  of  the  Oregon  Trail. 

Illinois  declares  all  branches  of  the  federally-chartered  'Second  Bank  of  the  United 
States'  to  be  illegal  and  outlaws  their  operation  in  the  state  in  competition  with 
state-chartered  banks.  The  US  Supreme  Court  overturns  Illinois'  declaration. 

Slavery  is  abolished  in  Illinois  on  August  2 of  this  year,  which  will  be  commemo- 
rated as  'Emancipation  Day'  thereafter.  Even  after  Abraham  Lincoln  issues  his 
Emancipation  Proclamation  on  January  1 almost  40  years  later,  blacks  in  Illinois 
continue  to  celebrate  their  own  freedom  every  August  2. 

If  you  have  not  yet  recognized  the  year,  the  next  items  should  give  it  to  you. 

This  is  a Presidential-election  year.  None  of  the  four  candidates  have  a majority  of 
the  electoral  votes,  so  the  House  of  Representatives  will  choose  a President  next 
January  from  Andrew  Jackson  (99  votes),  John  Q Adams  (84  votes),  William 
Crawford  (41  votes),  and  Henry  Clay  (37  votes).  Don't  automatically  assume  that 
"the  most  votes  gets  it". 

The  Marquis  de  Lafayette  comes  to  the  US  for  a year-long  state  visit.  He  tours  the 
country,  visits  each  of  his  surviving  comrades-in-arms  from  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, and  is  the  darling  of  the  nation.  One  private  enterprise  overstrikes  and  sells 
large  circulating  US  coins,  mostly  large  cents  and  half  dollars,  with  smaller  dies 
showing  the  bust  of  Lafayette  and  the  bust  of  Washington.  These  bring  a good 
price  from  today's  collectors. 

Lafayette's  visit  was  August  1824  thru  September  1825,  so  all  of  the  Washington/ 
Lafayette  overstrikes  are  on  coins  dated  before  1826. 

The  US  Mint  struck  six  denominations  in  1 824  - three  in  silver,  two  in  gold,  and  one 
in  copper.  Most  of  these  were  half  dollars  (70%)  and  cents  (20%).  Only  one  of 
these  six  denominations  (the  half  eagle)  is  NOT  known  with  the  date  over  an  earlier 
date.  Interestingly  enough,  NO  1824's  are  over  1823.  The  quarter  eagles  are  all 
1824/1,  as  are  some  half  dollars.  The  other  four  1824  denominations  come  with 
the  4 over  a 2.  In  fact,  ALL  dimes  and  quarters  of  1 824  are  1 824/2  overdated.  One 
REALLY  intriguing  half  dollar  is  called  the  "1824  Over  Various  Dates".  It  was  origi- 
nally an  1820,  overdated  to  1822,  then  overdated  again  to  1824  - and  all  three 
digits  (4/2/0)  are  clearly  identifiable.

Of  the  1.262  million  cents  struck  in  1824,  probably  around  300,000  bore  the  date 
"1823"  or  "1823/2".  See  an  earlier  "Making  Sense"  article  for  more  details  on 
these.  The  rest  were  from  one  1824/2  die  (with  two  reverses)  and  three  non- 
overdated  1824  dies  (with  one  reverse  each).  This  is  likely  the  second-scarcest 
year  of  the  "short  set"  of  US  large  cents  (1816-1857).  Though  the  1821  cent  is 
more  expensive,  I see  more  1821  cents  than  1824's. 

The  overdated  1824  cent  comes  up  less  often  than  the  non-overdate.  The  only 
rare  variety  among  the  cents  of  1824  is  N5,  which  was  likely  the  first-struck  1824- 
dated  cent  variety  of  the  year.  Its  obverse  has  an  1824/2  date  and  its  reverse  has 
the  leaf  under  the  C of  AMERICA  barely  to  the  center  of  that  letter.  The  more 
common  N1  variety  (the  other  overdate)  has  this  leaftip  past  the  center  of  C and 
usually  has  a crack  thru  the  bases  of  the  reverse  legend.  The  rarer  1824/2  variety 
can  bring  up  to  ten  times  the  price  of  the  more  common  one  - IF  the  seller  can 
locate  a variety-collector  who  is  eager  to  buy  one.

Variety  is  the  Spice  of  Life  (Com.) 

Lets  take  a look  at  some  of  the  modern  day  variety  coins. 

Because  of  the  articles  in  numismatic  magazines,  many  collectors  know  of  the 
2000  Lincoln  cent  Type  1 & 2 coins. 

The  photograph  on  the  left  is  the  “Type  1”  2000  Lincoln  cent.  Notice  the  “AM”  of 
AMERICA  is  joined  at  the  bottom.  While  the  photograph  on  the  right  shows  the 
“AM”  has  separation  between  the  two  letters.  A Proof  die  was  used  on  the  “Type 
2 reverse.” 

It  may  have  been  at  years  end  and  the  another  reverse  die  was  needed,  or  the 
Proof  reverse  die  may  have  been  picked  up  by  mistake. 


What  caused  the  two  different  varieties  is  not  important.  What  is  important  is  the 
value.  A BU  Type  1 sells  for  about  10  cents,  while  the  Type  2 sells  for  about  $35. 

But  that  is  only  half  of  the  story.  Did  you  know  that  there  is  a Type  1 and  a Type  2 
reverse  on  the  1 998  and  1 999  Lincoln  cent?  Try  to  find  one.  I have  only  seen  one 
for  each  date.  I offer  to  buy  both  Type  2 coins  from  the  two  collectors....  I offered 
both  of  the  collectors  $100  for  the  coins.  They  said,  “No  Thanks”. 

What  will  be  the  value  of  these  coins,  twenty  or  thirty  years  down  the  road? 

Lets  look  a little  know  Type  1 and  Type  2 Roosevelt  dime.  Yes,  a Roosevelt  dime. 

The  1946  S Roosevelt  dime  has  a mintage  of  27,900,000.  You  can  buy  a MS  65 
Roosevelt  dime  for  about  $2.  I do  not  think  that  will  but  the  hurts  on  any  collector, 
but  it  might  make  they  very  happy  years  down  the  road. 

But  for  this  coin,  the  collector  wants  the  Type  1 variety  not  the  Type  2 variety. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  production  year  for  this  new  design,  a die  was  used  that  did 
not  have  give  well  defined  design  elements.  The  designer  initials  were  very  weak 
and  in  many  cases,  the  date  was  also  weak. 

This  is  true  of  all  three  mints.

The  Type  1 variety  is  shown  below. 


The  designers  initials  are  well  defined  and  the  tail  of  the  “9”  is  blunt. 

The  interest  in  this  coin  is  beginning  to  increase,  since  a new  book  by  Kevin  Flynn 
was  just  released.  The  name  of  the  book  is  “The  Authoritative  Reference  on 
Roosevelt  Dimes”. 

Since  the  interest  in  this  variety  is  increasing,  will  the  increase  in  value  follow? 
Only  time  will  tell.

The  main  way  to  identify  this  variety  is  the  designer  initials  are  weak  and  the  “9” 
comes  to  a point  at  the  end  of  the  tail.  Also,  the  “Y”  in  LIBERTY  is  further  from  the 
forehead.  But  you  really  need  to  be  sharp  to  notice  the  differences  in  the  distance. 


The  Type  2 variety  is  shown  below. 
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More  of  the  kids  and  their  parents  at  the  Young  Numismatic  Collectors  Auc- 
tion. They  sure  look  serious.  Hey  Tom,  this  auction  is  just  for  the  kids, 
remember,  no  bidding.  Tom  Horka  giving  a little  help. 


Worker  Bees  Busy  Giving  Away  Coins
